on Receipt of Freight. 
The Texas Demurrage and Storage 
company advises agents that 
since 
the 
railroad 
commission

Texas 
made no provision for notification of 
i receipt of less than car shipm ents. 
Article 4520 of the revised statutes 
| will govern. 
The only notification 
provided by this article is th at the 
I railroad agent shall jtost a notice on 
j the door of the depot or freight house 
I to 
the 
effect 
that

shipm ent 
I for B 
has been received. If, after 
72 hours th e shipm ent is not re ­ 
moved, 
then 
the 
railway 
company 
J m u st charge storage for same. or, the 
j railway company may have shipm ent 
'rem oved to some warehouse where the 
goods will become liable for their own 
storage charges. 
It has been the custom heretofore 
for the agents to notify by postal card 
the receipt of a shipm ent of goods.
